As  the  home  of  the  highly  renowned  Tattersall’s  Club  since 
1927,  the  Elizabeth  Street  site  is  very  much  a  part  of 
Sydney’s  history. 

Consequently  the  faithful  restoration  of  the  Tattersall’s 
Club  will  be  an  integral  component  in  the  total  development 
of  the  Tattersalls  Building. 

One  of  the  best  features  of  the  Tattersalls  Building  is,  no 
doubt,  its  truly  unique  and  convenient  location  within  the 
heart  of  Sydney’s  CBD. 

Within  minutes  of  the  office  are  the  Law  Courts,  Parliament 
House,  the  Commonwealth  and  Reserve  Bank  Buildings,  and 
many  of  Sydney’s  finest  retail  stores  and  restaurants  easily 
accessible  via  the  Central  Business  District’s  vast  under¬ 
cover  pedestrian  network. 

The  architectural  style  of  the  Tattersalls  Building  is  in 
keeping  with  many  of  the  National  Trust  Buildings  along  the 


Elizabeth  Street  facade,  including  the  classified  Mirvac  Trust 
Building  and  the  Great  Synagogue. 

In  establishing  the  building  form,  the  designers  had  to 
consider  the  height  limitation  and  setback  requirements 
imposed  by  the  Sydney  City  Planning  Authority. 

It  Is  interesting  to  note  that  the  facade  will  combine 
masonry  panels  using  cut-stone  techniques  to  provide  a 
patterned  surface  with  high  performance  double  glazing  and 
splayed  laminated  glass  corner  panels  featured  right  through 
the  facade  of  both  Elizabeth  and  Castlereagh  Streets. 

The  standard  of  finishes  that  is  being  offered  within  the 
Tattersalls  Building  are  rarely  found  in  the  CBD. 

Exfoliated,  honed  and  polished  granite  adorns  the  floors 
and  walls  of  the  main  entry  which  leads  to  two  banks  of  three 
high-speed  lifts.
